the European war during the 
Christmas holidays.

clared that it would be un- 
christian like and immoral to 
stop the fighting and then be- 
gin it again. He added that 
he could not believe that any 
nation which adopted such as 


a'luggestion was doing it sin- 
cerely. 


Mr. Carnegie after attend- 


ing a meeting of the Car- 
negie Institution 'walked to 
and from the White House 


through a min&ture snow. 
storm. The president was out 
golfing and Mr. Carnegie said 
he probably would return to 
pay his respects. He praised 
Mr. Wilson's efforts in behalf 
of peace. 


Mr. Carnegie gave it as his 


opinion that the military 
caste in 
Germany 
was re- 


sponsible for 
the 
war, but 


that at the time hostilities 
broke out Emperor William 


was ill and 
opposed to th.3 


war. 


"The 
Kaiser has told me 


that he took the greatest 
pride in the fact that he 
reigned for many years mill- 


out being involved 'in war," 
said Mr. Carnegie. "But he 
was surrounded by a ring of 
militarists who were eager 
for war at any price." 


Mr. Carnegie said he hop- 


ed thr.t the world would be 
so horrified over the war that 
permanent peace would fol- 
low. 
He said his peace foun- 


dation 
would continue 
its 


work.

This .it became known today 
is one of a number of changes 
in the rules and regulation of 
the institution made recent- 
ly by Warden Ward A. Gar- 
ner, and which the warden 
says has had a beneficial ef- 
fect on the prisoners. 
In- 


stead of "convict" is used 
"inmate" or "prisoner" in 
informal talk, address the 
prisoners and on the various 


forms of printed matter used 
at the prison. 


"Convict" the warden says 


"grates on a man with brutal 
force" and he therefore has 
forbidden its use. Prisoners 
are now allowed to converse 
freely at meals so long as they 
observe order. 


Other changes included the 


disarming 
of 
the inside 


guards, only those on tlie out- 
er walls now carrying arms, 
and abolishment of the cus- 
tom of close cutting of pris- 
oners hair.
